W ashington, April 17.—If N icarag u a’s 
counter proposition to G reat B ritain for 
the subm ission of the w’hole question in 
dispute to arb itratio n has been rejected 
by the la tte r governm ent, as reported, 
ad m inistration officials will expect a n ­ 
o ther strong appeal for assistance from 
the weak republic. W hile sta te d ep art­ 
m ent officers had hoped G reat B ritain 
m ight accede to th e term s of settle­ 
m ent proposed by N icaragua the gen­ 
eral policy of her m ajesty’s governm ent 
to adhere to an ultim atum when once 
proclaim ed has led them to expect non­ 
com pliance with N icaragua’s request. 
The whole question has now reached 
an acute stag e and no one a t the state 
departm ent ventures to predict w hat 
the outcome will be. It is v ail known 
to the authorities N icaragua can not 
well afford a t the present tim e to pay 
the ITS,OOO indem nity dem anded w ithout 
borrow ing th e money.

Assemblyman Kimball's bill,*(401 A.) 
which amends the “ general charter 
law ,” was concurred in,

ing, and now only awaits final ap ­ 
proval and the signature of the gov­ 
ernor to become a law. 
This amend­ 
ment relates to taxation, and removes 
the limit now placed on the several 
funds in Janesville and other cities of 
the same class having similar fund 
limitation, in their special charters, 
enabling them to raise the funds nec­ 
essary to run the city. The bill reads: 
Section I. Section 251 of 
chapter 
226 of the general laws of 1889 is 
hereby amended so as to lead as fol 
lows: Section 251. 
The adoption of 
this act by any city shall not be 
deemed to repeal or modify chapter 
250 of the laws of 1887, entitled, An 
act to amend chapper 5, of the revised 
statutes of 
Wisconsin, in the y :ar 
A. D. 1887, entitled, Of electors Had 
general elections, and relating to elec­ 
tions in cities having a population of 
fifty thousand and over; nor cl ipter 
278 of the laws of 1885, entitled, An 
act in relation to the police force and 
fire departments of the city of Mil­ 
waukee; 
nor any act nor part of an 
act limiting the amount of the public 
debt of any city or its proportion to 
the 
taxable property thereof; 
or 
the amount or rate of taxation in any 
city of the first class; but said acts 
and such provisions shall remain in 
for 2e in the cities to which they relate 
and to which they are applicable, the 
same as if this act had not been adopt­ 
ed by such city or cities
